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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to the argument that Barton does 
not teach an arrangement where the main device outputs further supply voltages to auxiliary devices. It is respectfully submitted that the 
teachings of Barton are used for showing a device that controls the supply of power based on the presence (power is turned on) and 
absence (power turned off) of power supply. Thus, the combination of Barton and Fonseca teaches an automatic connect/disconnect, 
which, could be implemented by the teachings of Barton that detects the presence and absence of power supply and thus provides power 
or cuts power to a device bringing the switching device into a first/second state. Barton reference is relied upon for showing a 
connect/disconnect system based on the presence/absence of power. Thus one of ordinary skill in the art would implement the security 
switch of Fonseca to automatically connect/disconnect from the internet based on the power sense in the computer (Fonseca discloses 
that the security switch can be automatically disconnected from the internet after a certain time has passed without network activity col. 2 
lines 15-20). With respect to the argument of figure 20 of Fonseca it is submitted that the rejection is not relied upon figure 20, however, if 
this was the case; it is respectfully submitted that the system will automatically disconnect when no power is provided since there is a 
solenoid present. 
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
